Who Gives Them Power?— 
I was amazed to read yesterday 
about certain “big shots” back in 
Washington telling contractors tho 
unions had given up the idea of 
collecting double time on defense 
projects. 
I’m wondering if the unions have 
been consulted about this tmpor- 
tant subject. 


For the life of me I can’t under- 
stand why these “big shots” take 
it upon themselves to tell contrac- 
tors and builders that the 370,000 
construction crafts have accepted 
time-and-one-half for overtime in- 
stead of the present double time. 


Here’s what I object to: 


“Eighty per cent of the work 
stoppages that have occurred in 
national defense work,” President 
Coyne said, “has been because four 
crafts—iron workers, plumbers, 
bricklayers and electricians—have 
been by precedent receiving double 
time, while other crafts got time 
and a half. 


“Now all 19 A. F. of L. building 
and construction crafts — 370,000 
men—will accept straight time and 
a half for overtime work,” he said. 

It may be impossible for the 
building trades mechanics to col- 
lect double time on government 
projects, but at least the rank and 
file of the building trades depart- 
ment should be consulted about the 
problem . . . and to date they have 
not been. 

Building trades councils have 
also been ignored.

Insist on Higher Wages 


Demands for wage increases were presented to the navy de- 
partment by delegates from every navy yard in the United 


States. 


More than 45 men, including three representatives from the 
metal trades councils at each yard, conferred with Capt. L. M. 
Aen a eae eae ae 


Atkins, assistant director of 
shore establishments, and offi- 
cers of the navy wage board of 
review, which made a study of 
pay schedules last summer for 
the secretary of the navy. 

Acting on the findings of the 
wage board, Secretary Knox last 
fall awarded 44,000 helpers and ap- 
prentices a total raise of $3,800,000 
a year, but passed up over 50,000 
trained craftsmen, the delegation 
pointed out. It was claimed the pay 
rates for these craftsmen are now 
lower than workers get in most 
comparable private jobs, and unless 
they are raised, the delegates ex- 
pressed their belief that the na- 
tional defense program will suffer. 
They declared that already some 
men have quit the navy yards for 
jobs elsewhere because of the low 
wages and emphasized the fact 
that the government is experienc- 
ing difficulty recruiting much- 
needed new skilled employes be- 
cause of unattractive wage scales.

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The supreme court’s decision up- 


holding the constitutionality of the 
wage hour law was hailed by Wage- 
Hour Administrator Philip B. 
Fleming as a “go ahead” signal to 
plans fer increasing the wages of 
thousands of workers. 

The court’s unanimous opinion, 
he said, also preserves wage in- 
creases already effective, amount- 
ing to $100,000,000 annually. 


The act now calls for a 30-cent 
minimum hourly wage and a forty- 
hour week for firms operating in 
interstate commerce. In addition, 
the court sustained the validity of 
1 324 cent wage minimum for the 
otton textile industry, established 
by special procedure set up in the 


ict 

‘We estimate that the 30-cent 
minimum hourly wage has _in- 
pay envelopes about $65,- 
Mr. Fleming said. “Our 
orders, setting minimums of 
to 40 cents an hour, account 

an additional $35,000,000. 

‘These wage orders cover the 
making of cloth and clothes, in- 
cluding shoes, paper and leather. A 
$7,000,000 increase for low-wage 
railroad workers is to go into effect 
March 1.” 

Mr. Fleming said economic 
studies have been made and work 
is under way “for eventual estab- 
lishment of minmium-wage_ rates 
above 30 cents an hour in every 
interstate industry employing a 
considerable number of low-wage 
workers—that is, workers getting 
less than 40 cents an hour.” Special 
industry committees to bring about 
these increases will be appointed 
“as fast as possible,” Mr. Fleming 
promised.

The federal security agency re- 
ported that placements of workers 
in private industry by the various 
state employment offices totaled 
3,200,000 persons in 1940, an all-time 
high since the service was estab- 
lished in 1933. To this total was 
added the placement of 557,000 per- 
sons in public employment. 

The number of jobs filled in pri- 
vate industry was 20 per cent 
higher than 1939 and reflected the 
increased use of public employ- 
ment offices in recruiting labor for 
defense and other industries. 

Public placements remained low 
in spite of increases during the last 
few months of 1940, largely because 
of the contraction in public works 
program during the year. 

Counting both public and private 
placements, an increase of nearly 9 
per cent was recorded over 1939. 

Also reflecting the increased use 


ACT LIMITING HOURS IS 
SUSPENDED BY QUEBEC

more than 16,500,000, the largest 
number received in any one year in 
the history of the service, 

Unemployment compensation ac- 
tivities also reached a new high 
mark in the year, in spite of the 
higher prevailing level of employ- 
ment. The monthly volume of un- 
employment benefits, however, was 
considerably lower in the second 
half of the year as compared with 
the first half. 

Benefit payments for the year to- 
taled more than $520,000,000, as 
compared with $430,000,000 in 1939, 
Payments in 1940 represented an 
increase of 15 per cent over 1939 
for the forty-nine jurisdictions 
which paid benefits during both 
years, It was estimated that some 
5,250,000 individuals received at 
least one benefit payment during 
1940, as compared with 4,800,000 in 
1939. 

Figures on December, 1940, activ- 
ities showed that more than 377,000 
placements were made by the state 
employment offices, a rise of 3.5 


| per cent over November. Jobs filled 


in private employment totaled 
nearly 298,000, the highest Decem- 


| ber total since the service has been 


in operation. This showed an in- 
crease of 1 per cent over November 
and was fully 27 per cent higher 
than in December, 1939, and 85 per 
cent above December, 1938.

'$375,000,000 More Urged 
For Federal Work Relief 


The appropriations committee re- 
!ported to the house of representa- 
{tives a bill appropriating $375,000,- 
000 to continue federal work relief 
through the last four months of the 
eurrent fiscal year ending June 30, 
to be administered through the 
work projects administration.

|Security Numbers May 
Delay Employment 


Many applicants for employment 
are experiencing considerable in- 
convenience and delay in securing 
work because they either lack or 
have mislaid their social security 
account number card, Milton O, 
Loysen, executive director of the 
division of placement and unem- 
ployment insurance, state depart- 
; ment of labor, announced recently. 


| “Persons who have never applied 
| for social security numbers should 
contact the nearest field office of 
the social security board,” declared 
Mr. Loysen, “Duplicate numbers 
aiso can be obtained there by those 
who have lost their original cards. 


“Possession of a social security 
number card is important to every 
jobseeker,” continued Mr. Loysen, 
“because it provides a means of 
identification which can be used 
for industrial plants and may re- 
sult in more prompt hiring when 
jobs are available. 

“every person seeking employ- 
ment and every job-holder in pri 
vate industry should secure and 
take pains to retain his social se- 
curity card because of its impor- 
tance both as a means of identifi- 
cation and because it is used by 
employers in reporting employe 
earnings for old age benefits and 
for unemployment insurance bene- 
fits.”

House Will Remain 
At Present Strength 


The membership of the house 
will remain at its present strength 
of 435 under reapportionment leg- 
islation on the basis of the 1940 
census, appreved this week by the 
rules committee. 

Under the plan, California will 
gain three house seats and Arizona, 
Florida, New Mexico, North Caro- 
lina, Oregon and Tennessee each 
one. That nine-seat gain would be 
offset by the loss of one seat each 
by Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, Ohio, Ok- 
lahoma and Pennsylvania. 
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
